Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  place  before  you  my  twenty- seventh  Annual 
Report, 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  give  a complete  picture 
of  the  work  of  the  Department  for  the  year  1939  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  country  is  at  war. 

The  activities  of  the  Dc.^artment  have,  during  both 
the  present  year  and  the  year  under  review,  been  to  a 
considerable  extent  devoted  to  work  in  connection  with 
Air  Raid  Precautions  and  Civil  Defence.  The  reason  for 
the  omission  of  many  of  tihe  usual  particulars  will  there- 
fore be  appreciated. 

The  precaution  has  been  taken  however  of  keeping 
of  necessary  records,  with  a view  to  the  preparation  of 
a comprehensive  report  at  the  close  of  hostilities. 

Housing, 

The  need  for  the  provision  of  additional  houses  for 
persons  of  the  working  classes  still  exists  in  the  district; 
while  some  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  securing  necessary 
repairs  to  occupied  dwelling-houses. 

War  time  conditions  prevented  our  going  forward  v/ith 
projected  work  in  connection  with  Clearance  Areas,  action 
for  demolition  of  unfit  houses,  and  the  provision  of  accommodation 
for  persons  who  would  have  been  displaced  by  such  action. 

We  were  however  able  to  take  certain  action,  particulars  of

In  addition  to  the  milk  brought  to  this  dairy  for  pasteurisation, 
the  greater  part  of  the  rav/  milk  produced  outside  the  area,  and 
brought  into  the  District  for  sale  by  retail,  is  distributed 
from  this  dairy. 

For  the  purpose  of  bacteriological  examination,  55 
samples  of  milk  v/ere  taken,  46  of  ordinary  milk  and  9 of 
pasteurised  milk.

1 am  informed  by  the  Public  rk. - .Ith  Dtroartment  of  the  County 
Council  that  this  was  traced  back  to  the  farm  by  the  veterinary 
officer  of  the  Ministry  of  .l-griculturG , where  a tuberculous 
cow  was  discovered  and  slaughtered.  Tiie  herd  in  question  was 
cleared  in  due  course. 

It  is  v/orthy  of  note  that  in  the  year  1938  we  had  10 
samples  of  milk  found  to  be  tuberculous,  out  of  63  submitted, 
v/hile  in  1939  we  had  55  samples  submitted,  of  which  one  was 
tuberculous,  a drop  from  l6%  to  1,8%.  This  clearly  shov/s  the 
value  of  regular  sampling  and  biological  examination.

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One  prosecution  v/as  undertaken j the  offence  being 
the  attaching  of  a label  to  a bottle  contaning  milkj  describing 
the  milk  as  pasteurised  v;hen  it  had  not  been  so  treated,  and 
was  calculated  to  "mislead  as  to  the  nature,  substance  and 
quality  of  the  said  food,  contrary  to  Section  6 of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act, 1938." 

The  defendant  pleaded  guilty,  but  this  notwithstanding 
the  case  v/as  dismissed  on  paynent  of  costs, 

I am  indebted  to  the  officers  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  for  informing  me  as  to  samples  taken  by  them  during 
the  first  9 months  of  the  year.  These  v/ere  as  follows 

42  samples  of  milk, 

34  other  samples,  (dry) 

Of  these  4 milk  samples  were  found  to  be  adulterated 
and  cautions  were  issued.  All  the  remainder  v/ere  genuine. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods, 

As  in  previous  years  careful  attention  was  devoted 
to  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods. 

There  are  14  private  slaughter  houses  in  the  district 
all  subject  to  annual  licence. 

Early  in  the  present  year,  one  of  these  was  taken  over 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  all  slaughtering  for  the  district 
is  now  centralized  at  these  premises.  Inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  is  carried  out. 

One  prosecution  was  undertaken,  the  offence  being  the 
depositing  and  preparing  for  sale  of  meat  previously  surrendered 
as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  defendant  was  convicted,  and  a fine  of  £20  imposed.

By  arrangements  v/ith  the  VJest  Riding  County  Council 
petrol  has  since  the  outbreak  of  war  been  distributed  to 
the  various  seuvioes,  from  the  Council's  storage  tanks, 
and  re-chaiged  to  County  Council.

The  steam  disinfector  installed  some  years  ago  is  of  a 
type  v/hich  is  now  obsolete,  and  should  be  replaced  by  one 
of  modern  design  at  the  first  opportunity. 

House  disinfection  was  done  by  means  of  spraying,  and 
fumigation  v/ith  formalin  vapour. 

Disinfection  of  schools  by  spraying  v/as  done  from  time 
to  time  as  deemed  necessary. 

The  furniture  and  effects  of  3I  families  were  disinfested 
before  removal  to  Council  owned  houses. 

In  addition  to  the  w^ork  done,  in  respect  of  families  so 
transferred,  attention  was  given  to  other  occupied  dwellings. 
In  this  connection  I8  Council  owned  houses  and  9 privately 
owned  houses  wore  subjected  to  disinfestation.
